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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is in response to applicant's amendment filed on August 20, 2004. Claims 1- 
3,5,7-17,19-22,24,26-41,43,45-59 are now pending in the present application. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or render obvious, alone or in combination, claims 
1-3,5,7-17,19-22,24,26-41,43,45-59. The subject claims are directed to a system and method for 
providing a status certification for a voicemail or a video mail message. 

Specifically regarding claims 1,17,20 and 39, the prior art of record does not teach or 
suggest the feature of in response to detecting an occurrence of a disposition event; creating a 
disposition identifier and associating said disposition identifier with said first voicemail/video 
mail message; in response to detecting a triggering event; compiling said disposition identifier 
and said first voicemail message identifier to create a status notification and storing said status 
notification in the temporary voicemail box in combination with an asynchronous dialog 
performed between the calling party, who is a non subscriber to the messaging service having the 
access identifier and the recipient via the temporary voicemail where one party does not 
subscriber to the service. 

The previously applied prior art of record Speicher discloses of a system and method for 
providing status notification for a voicemail message. As argued by the Applicants in the 
response received on August 20, 2004, the prior art of record failed to teach of at least the above 
limitations in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claims. 
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The remaining prior art of record fails to teach the above feature or provide a motivation 
to add such a feature. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
